War Workers 
May Build 
Own Homes

War workers were remindei 
that even under Government 
regulations controlling building 
they are privileged to build their 
own homes on Individual con­ 
tracts, choosing their own lots 
developing their own plans an^ 
building to suit their own prof 
erences, providing their home 
projects comply with the gov­ 
erning provisions.

Harry Frank, president of the 
Building Contractors Association 
of California, outlined those pro­ 
visions as follows: The prospec 
tive home-builder must be a 
bona-flde war worker, that Is, 
he must be employed in a plant 
engaged in war production. The 
plant, Tiowever, may be either 

big armament plant or a 
smaller shop producing "bits 
and pieces" on sub-contract.

The proposed home-sit* must 
be located within two miles of 
jublic transportation which will 
:ake the prospective .owner to 

his own place 'of employment at 
a fare not higher than forty 
cents' round trip. ,

Appliances Available
The proposed home must cost 

not more than $6000 including 
he lot, full contract price and 

architect's fees if any.  
War workers whose proposed 

lomes meet these requirements, 
Frank said, will enjoy high prl- 
rity preference through their 
ontractors in obtaining critical 

materials needed for the job. 
n this connection, Frank point-' 

out that home appliances 
uch as refrigerators and stoves, 
ow frozen and unavailable to 

dlnary civilian buyers, may be 
ibtalned by war workers on 
priority applied for them by 
ontractors.
The Government controls of 

nuildlng, Frank said, were de­ 
igned not so much to restrict 
rdlnary civilian buyers, may be

Motor Use Tax 
Stamps Will 
Expire June 30

New Federal Use Tax Stamps 
which must be purchased b; 
all motorists prior to July 1 
1942, will be placed on sale at 
local post offices during the 
month of June. Each stamp wil 
cost $5 and will cover the per­ 
iod from July 1, 1942, to June 
30, 1943, inclusive. Any auto­ 
mobile and truck operated- on 
the streets and highways, must 
have a Use Tax Stamp afflxec 
in a prominent place. 

Early this year every motor­ 
t was obligated to purchase 

his first Use Tax Stamp for 
$2.09, covering the period from 
Feb. I, 1942, to June 30, 1942 
Inclusive. Stamps of appropri­ 
ate denominations have been 
provided to prove payment of 
the tax on cars and trucks first 
put into service during the 
months subsequent to February 
of this year.

Stamps are provided by the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue and 
are gummed to permit the pur­ 
chaser to atflx them permanent- 
y to his car. They may be 
placed on the windshield, back 
or side window, or on the back 
of the r««r view mirror, so they 
may be readily seen. Some mo- 
crisis have placed them on the 
nstrument panel, Inside the 

glove compartment, or elsewhere 
10 that, If necessary, they might 

be displayed.
